ORINCE PHILIP HAS COME and gone, but 
r brief as his visit wag it will not soon be forgotten. 
He leaves behind an impression of an intelligent 
appraisal of trends and events and of a sound and 
hopeful approach to problems which confront 
mankind in a discouraging array, 

His call, in .effect, is for concern and courage 
in their confrontation. 

“Anyone who spends even a short time 
reflecting on the human situation cannot fail to 
become alarmed, if not depressed, by a good many 
of its features,” he told members of the Men’s and 
Women’s Canadian Clubs. But, he added, “the 
human spirit disintegrates if it is not responding to 
a challenge.” 

This challenge is recognized in the conception 
of the Duke of Edinburgh's Award Scheme, 
designed to win a response from young people 
through voluntary service, * the development of 
hobbies, and the pursuit of high standards in 
athletics and outdoor activity generally. 


The growing interest and enthusiasm where 
the awards scheme is concerned is demonstrated 
clearly enough by the record here, where only 30 
gold achievement emblems were presented last 
year compared with 200 to mark the Prince’s visit. 

Prince Philip particularly emphasized the need 
for adult interest to encourage a wider participa¬ 
tion. 

It was the Immediate response of an older 
generation that led to the rapid expansion of 
another valuable movement that came out of Great 
Britain, the Inspiration of Lord Robert Baden- 
Poweli, father of world wide Scouting. 

The few, faint criticisms that Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides represent quasi-military organizations 
in no way can apply to the Duke of Edinburgh * 
Award Scheme. This might be defined as a plan for

Gaglardi, he is a remarkable bundle of energy 
and enthusiasm. He flies into his new job as British 
Columbia’s welfare minister In typical fashion. He 
will try a few things, smash all the red tape he can. 
He will probably get into trouble, but he’ll do 
something. But fast. 

We believe it, every word. 

The extent to which Mr. Gaglardi can reform 
social welfare In the province when the federal 
government has a large say in the matter is open 
to question. But it seems likely that most British 
Columbians will approve of his aims. 

He intends to weed out deadbeats who are on 
assistance because they don’t want to work. There 
may not be as many of them as his remarks seem 
to imply. But certainly there are some. The new 
minister’s problem will be how to do the weeding. 

“Everybody who has need will be looked 
after,” says Mr. Gaglardi. That includes deadbeats, 
and their families. We wish him luck' 

Mr. Gaglardi also hopes —and this is the 
more important aspect of his intentions — to put 
more of those on the assistance rolls back into 
employment: “You’ve got to restore the dignity of 


the individual, give a man back his pride and put 
him back in society as an entity and a contributing 
force.” 

The suggestion is that welfare recipients will be 
encouraged to work and be found full-time or part- 
time jot» within their capabilities so that they can 
earn at least a part of their living coats. The best 
incentive would be to be able to earn wages, up to 
certain levels, without loring the equivalent in 
allowances. Mr. Gaglardi obviously knows that 
such a change is not going to be made without 
difficulty. But he faces the problem with 
eagerness, which is probably more than half the 
battle. 

It is only as a footnote of 9orts that we 
suggest Flying Phil take another look at the 
proposed name of the machine he is going to pilot. 
Premier W. A. C. Bennett says the social welfare 
department will become the department of social 
improvement, rehabilitation and human resources. 
This may spell out the new emphasis. But it’s so 
cumbersome it will never get off the ground.

Real Reason for Arms Limitation Talks 


By D. J. BL BRUCKNER, from Washington 

When he talked at a pres* conference last week 
about the strategic arms limitation talks to begin 
Nov. 17, Secretary of State Wiliam Rogers said 
that the American and Russian negotiators may 
consider whether the two big powers can continue 
to pour vast sums into weaponry only to end up, 
in 10 or 15 years, in a stalemate. 

His formulation is extraordinary, because that is pre¬ 
cisely the pro Mem; and one is unaccustomed to hear it stated 
so bluntly. War technology has destroyed Internationa] poli¬ 
tics; the protectorate of mass death has froaen everyone into 
place. Also, we are finding, and some analysts think the 
Russians are finding, that the technology is destroying in¬ 
ternal politics. 

Same vlslonaires even hope 
It wiH destroy war itself. Gen. 

WHIiasn Westmoreland told a 
Washington luncheon this 
month that within 10 years all 
battlefields can be fully auto¬ 
mated and kept under 24-hour 
automated surveillance, even 
“•mall war" battlefield*. 

When you think about it, 
that sort of leaves you with a 
choice of all or nothing, in any 
war. 

The alms of both Russia 
and the United States in the 
talks are uncertain, despite 
the Rogers statement. 

Inside the Nixon adminis¬ 
tration there has been a long 
struggle over the usefulness of 
such talks and much of the 
foot-d ra g gi ng this year was 
enoomged by Nixon himself.

The maximum al¬ 
lowed under the federal food 
and drug administration is .1 
parts in a miMcn—etill twice 
the Mmit recommended by the 
World Health Organization.

A month ago, I was asked to write a column on the signing 
of players. I thought it would be beat for all concerned if I did 
it later After all, some chit* were having troubles with their 


I befirve signing is a very responsible act. This is the time 
for the player to get as much money as he can He uses 
everything he can pressure by radio and press is his favorite 
weapon. He knows most people are anti-management and, if he 
can get his problem exposed, he will receive support. 
Personally. I recognize this manoeuvre and respect it. But 
really, it shouldn’t matter one iota in any settlement. 

I used to rate the team with the best player getting the 
most money. There are a lot of intangibles that have to be 
taken into consideration — length of service with the team, 
reliability, loyalty, leadership qualities, etc. This is why I 
suppose I was always fighting with the players diving contract 
time. Once I had given my fifth best hockey player a contract, 
the sixth or seventh best could not receive more money. After 
ay. I had a responsibility to toe fifth best and to every other 
hockey player I signed. This waa sometimes hard to accomplish 
but it worked. 

* A * 

Canadiens use the same logic in signing their players. Sam 
.Pollock, general manager of the Montreal club, puts it this 
Way: “l try to sign my players thinking that some day. 
someone might steal the pay sheet and I wnuld wake up and 
aee it In the papers. I can justify my actions as being as fair as 
possible.” 

A contract is for two people, not one. 

Many of the players believe everything over their signature 
only applies to the chib and they have no obligations. Look at 
the number of players on multiple contracts that refuse to 
honor them. If they have good years, they want to r e ne g otiate. 
I have yet to aee one tost has had a bad year drop hi and say, 
"'Look, I drni’t deserve all that money. I had a bad year.” I'm

As far as I'm c o n ce rned, once you sign a contract, you 
honor it whether you're Bill White. Tim Horton or Bobby Hull. 
Management has • tough time trying to get players to do what 
was agreed. You schedule exhibition games on the conditions 
laid do w n Is your contracts and then, because of failure to 
honor their contracts, you can’t produce toe players.

U they can't rety on a player's 
signature, what else is there? 

I have said that management has a lespiavitality. 
ropertiaHy in long-term contracts. The best example Is Toronto 
When they gave Norm Ulhnsm a large coniract. they were not 
being fair to players they had on long-term contracts I believe 
Toronto realized this discrepancy and made the necessary 
adjustments. 

While talking of Toronto. I just would like to clear up the 
case of Horton. He had officially retired, as far os he was 
concerned, when he received a phone call from Maple Leaf 
Gardena. "Look Tim, we would like you back and are prepared 
to tear up your contract and give you a new one,” the Gardens 
told him Well, that settled Tim’s obligation! Management had 
verbally cancelled his contract.

TOP FARM WORK 

Lucas said: “If you were 
tn rate the farm workers in the 
United States, you'd have to ei¬ 
ther put the grape worker on 
top or next to toe top ”

wage of $1.65 an hour, but with 
incentives toe grape pickers av¬ 
eraged ah XJt $2 to $3 an hour, , 
he sted 

"Good workers make good 
wages. Some of these guys on 
piece rates make $40 to $50 a 
day.” 

PESTICIDES SAFE

He said it was the fear of an 
outbreak in other areas which 
led to a decision to continue the 
ban If the tiny bisect gets out 
of control, it would mean toe 
denuding of large forest areas. 

BALSAM FIRS 

The ban outlaw* movement of 
living balsam firs or boughs by 
nurseries and florists as well as 
individuals.

Long Case Ends in Acquittal 


MONTREAL (CP» — Orta of 
tha lon ge st cases ever handled 
by Montreal court* ended 
Wpihwartay with the acquittal of 
13 provincial policemen and fire 
munac* invaatigaton accused 
of beating and torturing Louis 
Sicotte. 


Sicotte, a former fire insur- 

anoe investigator in his mid-Ms. 
had alleged that he was mis¬ 
treated at provincial police 
haadquarten bera while being 


questioned in October. 1965, 
about • aeries of suspected 
arson cases In tha province. 

Tha acquittals came after two 
Crown prosecutors announced 
that they were Mfering the 
same evidence presented in the 
case sf Lieut Part-Emile Pi. 
card, head of the QPP arson 
squad, who was acquitted ear¬ 
lier and baa bean reinstated 
with tha fore*. 

AD the accused ware charged 
originally with tnjnring with in¬ 


tent to maim or mutilate, but 
the charges later were reduced 
to assault causing bodily harm. 

In his judgment acquitting 
Lieut. Picard, Judge Jacques 
Trahan had said: 

* * * 

“If Sicotte bad received only 
bait the blows ha claims to have 
been subjected to, he would 
have been non-existent for a 
long time." 

The judge said anyone who 
had been punched 33 times and 


had been jumped on by a 285- 
pound man from a height of 
three or four feet probably 
would never have made it to 
court. 

At Picard’s lengthy trial, ver¬ 
bal testimony covered 8,000 
pages and 139 exhibits were 
filed. The prosecution called 81 
witness es and the defence 21.

The Aphelandra likes a rather 
Ipmpy, woodsy soil, lota of sunshine, 
and ordinary room temperatures •— 
a round 70 degrees — during its active 
growing season. After the flowers ft®e, 
the plant should be rested by redqofig 
the temperature to around W degrees 
and maintaining tile soil just a little,on 
the dry side, but not dry enough,to 
cause the leaves to droop. This resting 
period extends through to March, when 
normal watering and warmth is re¬ 
sumed. 


Aphelandra is a gorgeous thing, 
sporting shiny dark green leaves 
heavily mafked with cream-colored pr 
yellcw veins, blooming In autumn ate!

orange flowers.

Judge Ostler remanded the 
youth for further medical exam¬ 
ination until Nov. 7. 

“I must know more about this 
boy,” he said 

"I am supposed to pass 
sentence and then forget, but I 
can’t forget. Not when I see a 
young boy in such dreadful 
circumstances.”

It says it plans to 
“promote, co-ordinate and act 
on the affairs and problems of 
young people.” It will also work 
toward establishment of a rec¬ 
reational centre.

Lester Pearson told Colombo Plan delegates here Wednesday 
that rich countries must adopt a new concept of national self- 
interest if the world is to avoid the frightening and possibly tragic 
prospects of a future without adequate aid to developing countries. 

The former prime minister said during his 30-minute address 
he would not single out the aid effort at any particular country 
for special mention. But he went on to criticize a “slackening of 
the will" and a “trend towards withdrawal” in the foreign aid field.

Santa Barbara Oil Disaster Feared in Gulf

The possibility of a Santa 
Barbara oil disaster in the 
Vancouver Island area is just 
too horrible to contemplate, 
Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis told 
the Capital regional district 
board Wednesday. 

The board unanimously en¬ 
dorsed a resolution from the 
Nanaimo regional district regis¬ 
tering “the strongest possible 
protest” against oil drilling in 
the Gulf of Georgia. 

GCLf PBOBE 

The resolution pointed out 
that seismic tests were being 
carried out in the gulf by the 
Gtff Oil Co. and that it such 
tests were successful, oil wells 
would likely be drilled in the 
strait and other inland water i 
ways abutting the east coast of 
Vancouver Island. 

Mayor Curbs was emphatic in 
his denunciation of tests and the 
possible drilling which could 
follow. 

"This, surely, is the last place 
in the north Pacific where such 
tests should take place. The 
thought that oi! should tie found 
here with the possibility of a 
Santa Barbara disaster is utter¬ 
ly unthinkable. This should be 
taken care of right now,” the 
mayor said. 


The Nanaimo regional district 
resolution stated it would be a 
major catastrophe to the com¬ 
mercial and environmental well¬ 
being of the residents of Van¬ 
couver Island If producing oil 
wells were established in “this 
confined area," such wells being 
dangerous and unsightly, 

A copy of the resolution was 
to be sent to Prime Minister 
Trudeau and endor s ement was 
sought from regional districts 
on Vancouver Island and the 
Association of Vancouver Island 
Municipalities. 

PRIORITY CITED 

A major change in regional 
board policy was indicated 
Wednesday when the proposal 
was made that 30 per cent of 
the parks acquisition budget 
should be devoted to develop 
ment of existing properties 
rather than acquisition of new 
lend. 

Victoria Mayor Hugh Stephen

Hoffman also warned 
Seale’s seven co-defendants he 
was ready to revoke their bail 
and order them jailed if they 
persisted In defying the court.
